As the department grew, Mr. Bishop gave 
freely of his time and practical experi- 
ence. He rarely missed a board meeting 
and his keen business sense and years of 
experience made his judgment of great 
value to the Commission. Honoring Mr. 
Bishop, he wase elected vice-president of 
the Board in 1925 and was re-elected each 


year by the unanimous vote of the mem- 


bers. 


The Board tenders its sympathy to the 
family in their bereavement. We feel 
that in the death of Adelbert G. Bishop, 
the City of Lansing has lost an honest 
and highly respected public servant whose 
work over the past 19 years has contri- 
buted greatly to the public good and to 
the respect and honor of our City.
